In Concord, Mss. Mr.Lovell Esterbrook, 
aged 27, léaving a widow, aged 18. It is 
remarkable, that when he married her he 
was a widower, and she a widow—having 
lived with her first husband three months 
and 17 days, and with her last exactly the 
same number of months and days. 


At Laodicea, Syria, Mr Wm.Blane, aged 
25, of Workfield Park, England. In the 
years 1822 and 1823, this gentleman tra- 
versed the greater part of the United 
States from Maine to Missouri, and young 
as he was, had visited most of the coun- 
tries of Europe. On his return home from 
America, he published the result of his ob- 
servations in a volume, under the title of 
‘‘4 Tour in the United States by an En- 
glish gentleman.’’ The work was of the 
most liberal and manly cast, and did credit 
both to the feelings and judgment of the 
youthful auther. Not long after the pub- 


lication of this work, he left England, 
first for Greece, and from thence, perform- 
ed a journey to Egypt, visited Mount Sinai, 
and thence proceeded to Palestine, Jerusa- 
lem, and Damascus, and returned in good 
healthto Bernt, in Syria, where he embark- 
ed for Tarsus, but being becalmed, put into 
Latakia (the ancient Laodicea,) where he 
was seized with a fever, that carried him 
off in three days.
